The Soviet ace aviators were in the air continuously 
for approximately 23 hours after having flown about 4,000 
miles of their projected 4,600 mile hop. 


News of the fliers was given out here by Constantin 
Oumansky, Soviet Charge d’Affaires, who had been await- 
ing his countrymen since they took off. 


Oumansky said the aviators were down “South of 
Hudson Bay” but other sources ‘placed them North of 
Prince Edward Island between Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick. 


Oumansky, who said his information came from Mos- 
cow, said the fliers landed in Canada, Latitude N. Longi- 
tude 63, ab 7 P.M. at 


He immediately entered into conference with airfield 
and Coast Guard officials on the possibility of sending a 
rescue plane. A Grumman twin-motored amphibian which 
had been chartered by the Soviet government was being 
warmed up. 


The fliers, Brig, Gen. Vladimir Kokkinaki, “Hero of 


the Soviet Union,“ and his navigator, Maj. Mikhail 


Gordienko, gave their last known position, while still in 
the air, as flying over the Gulf of St. arenes, approxi- 
mately 700 miles from New York, 


The ship, same in which Kokkinaki flew last year 
from Moscow to Vladivostok, 3,500 miles, non-stop, car- 
ried a message of good will to the New York World's 
Fair and a letter to President: Roosevelt from the Soviet 
Government. President Mikhail I. Kalinin was believed 
to have written the message to the President.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.— 
Dr. Harry F. Ward, chairman of 
the American League for Peace and 
Democracy, today urged the House 
Foreign Relations Committee to 
support “a short and simple piece 
of legislation” declaring a complete 
embargo on all trade with Nazi 
Germany. 

A demand for swift and effective 
action to revise the Neutrality Act 
so as to curb the aggressor nations 
was the immediate reaction of 
peace leaders in Washington to 
Hitler's sabre-rattling speech.

KOKKINAKI TELLS OF PLANS, 
PURPOSE BEHIND RECORD HOP 


"(By Cable to the Daily Worker) 
MOSCOW, April 28.—Brigadier- 
General Vladimir Kokkinaki is 
trail-blazing a Moscow-New York 
commercial air route, he told a re- 
porter from the Moscow news- 
paper Pravda before taking off. 
The Pravda reporter interviewed 
both Kokkinaki and Major Mik- 
hail Gordienko, flight navigator, 
as well as the designer of the 

“Moskva,” Kokkinaki’s plane. 
Following is the text of the in- 
terview: 


* 

Correspondent: What is the 
main purpose of your flight? 

Kokkinaki: We do not intend to 
break any records. The practical 
purpose of our flight is to estab- 
lish air communications between 
the USSR. and North America. 
I am personally of the opinion 
that future regular air commu- 
-nications between Western Eu- 
ropean, including the European 
territory of the USSR. and 
America, will lie directly across 
the Atlantic Ocean. 

COMMERCIAL, VALUE 

A considerable part of the 
route passes over land where it is 
easy to build airfields and airports 
for commercial purposes. 

In the Central Arctic this is im- 
possible. The eastern districts of 
the Soviet Union would have to 
be linked to America by the 
Bering Sea.
